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General Oampos Oalls Together Leading
Officials and Oitizens,

DOUBTS ABOUT THE DEFEAT OF GOMEZ

Have Henrvd thnt Story RBefore, hnot
the Insurgents Kept Advancing
—Lnmpos Nusily Enganged
Fortifylng Weavnnn,

HAVANA, Dec. 26.—S8ince the arrival hers
Tast night of Capiain General Martinez de
Campea from Matanzas he has been inecon-
feronee with leading milltary and naval of-
oors, the elvil dignitariea and the leaders of
the different politieal parties. They assom-
bled at the palsce last night, and in the
course of a number of palriotle speeches
plediged  thelr unconditional support to the
government in Its efforts to suppross the in-
purroction and promiged to do everything pos-
pitile I the way of moral and actual as-
Eintance.

Benor Galveg, president of the autonomiat
party, diring the course of a specch, which

was warmly applanded, advised the cnnuln'.

goneral not to expose Wimself to the fire of
the Insurgonts, who, the speaker claimed,
made war agalnst the lives and property of
civilinne, never making a stand long enough
to cause an engogiment between the troops,
and adopting all the melods of savage war-
fare, Senor Galven also stated that in splte
of the supreme #ffort made by the Insurgent
army, they hiad not heard of the caplure of
any towne, the mischlel of the enemy being
sonfined to dmall villages nnd the plantations
of the Ixland. He compuared the army of
Gomex und Maceo to “wandering hordes of
Tartars.' and expressed the opinion that the
rald of the Cabans into e provines of Ma-
tanzas, where they had done 0 much injury
to erops, would turn out to be the worse for
thom in the long run, as the Nelds, eleared
©f the stunding cuane, are now much betler
sulted for military operations,

News from the front seoms 1o be Inter-
rupted by rall and tolegeaph; and no infarmi-
tiun was obtnined concerning the movements
ol the inpurgents, The captaln general, upon
=Bfs arrival Nere, announced thae e Spanasn
troops In Mutanzas occupled advantagrous po=-
gition®, and that the Cubans would elther be
comptled to fight a pltched battle in that
provinee or surrender,

SOME DOUBTH ABOUT THE STORY.

It Is not now generally belleved that the
march of Gomez and Maceo upin  Havana
has really boen stopped and that they are in
retreat, In support of this, it is sald that if
Gemez and Maceo were retresting the gove
ernment would not be slow In making public
every ltem of news obluinable concerning this
foature of e hitherto trivmphant march of
the Insurgents frem the provines of Puerto
Principe, through the provinee of Santa Clara
and the provinee of Matanzas and to the vi-
cinity of the borders of the proviocs of
Havana, In spite ol the numerous columns of
Spunish troops In the tirritory traversed,

The 1yt news of the movements of the
Spanlsh columns was that they were heading
for Guanabann, tae headguarters  recontly
evacuntod by Crimpos, situated not far from
Muntanzay., The fiet is that so many uan-
nunneomenis have becn made of the defeat
and ‘retreat of the insurgents that It will re-
guire sirong confirmation (o make anybody
believe that sueh is an actual fact, When the
Insurgents Hret entered the provines of Santa
Clara It was announced that they had bzen
defosted with great loss and rotreated aoross
th: birder, Dul the next news reccived from
the front was that he Cuban army wos
threatening  Placitas, more than half way
bitween the border and the capital, Santa
Clara, and since then they have upparently
pushed onward with 1litle or no Interruption,

The absgones of news of the movem:nts of
tho insurgents is causing some dnxlety among
their frionds here, bul they clilin Gomez snd
Macto wre in pessession of the railrond and
tolegrapda Hnes, and that it was with difeulty
that Campos suceesdsd In reaching Havana
lngs night. Be (hat ns It may, the only news
ohtnlnuble §s thay furnished by rumor, and
If the aquthorities are in possession of any ad-
ditienal facts  all such matter 8 carcfully
suppressed.” In the meanwhile active propa-
ratlons are belng mada here for the defense
und forwarding to the front of all troops
which can be spared,

BUSILY FORTIFYING HAVANA.

It s undersiood that the Spanish columns
in the rear of the insurgent army have been
ordered to concentrate as qulckly as possible
to the frontler of Matanzas, and that every
effort js to be made to prevent the retreat of
the Cubans Into Santa Qlars, While Lhese
preparations are belug moade apparently to
slop the Insurgents from escaping back Into
Santn Clara, the land fortifications of Ha-
‘\'nlm are recelving attention day and night.
A number of additional eurthworks have been
thrown up during the last month, and thige
ars being hustily completed and supplled with
kuns as rapldly as possible. The magagines
&0 pleatifully supplied with ammunition and
the putposts of the Spanish troops around Hie
vanen nre being strengthened and more se-
curdy fortifled, Throughout the night and all
duy thorp has been an alr of hurry and anx-
ety at the diferent fYiendquarters here, which
dogs not seem o ndicate  that  the
supreme  authoritles are In any  way
satisfied that the Insurgents are retreating,
and i military activity goes for anything the
st determined efforts were belng made to
prevent a surprise,

There Is conslderable speculation here as to
the actual number of men under the com-
mwand of Gomex and Macep. The highest
catimates have It that the Cuban army num-
bers 12,000 men, whils the lowest number of
followers  which  the Insurgent leaders
ore credited with having under thelr com-
mand Is 6,000, 1t is to be presumed, how-
ever that Gomez and Maceo may have 10,000
men with thim, as they are known to have
beta Jolned by a large number of adherents
klonco they entered the provines of Matanzas,
The Inwurgents have also been plentitully
supplicd with ammunition, sald to huve beacn
storad for thelr use at different points and
acoumulated and hidden for months past.

PRESSING MEN INTO SERVICE,

In grder (o enable ag many troops as pos-
sibl: to be sent Lo the front, all the marines
and sallors who could be spared from the
Bpauisti fHeet have been landed, and the
former are now doing duty as artillerymen
wherever thelr services are needed.  All the
volunteers pvallable are under arms and every
male lnhebitunt capuble of dolng aclive ssryv-
lee or of fndiog somebody else to do this
for him, has, or |s, being called wpon to baar
arms. The authorities here clalm that the
ma oh of the Insurgenta through Santa Clara
into the pravinee of Matanzas was only a rald
mide with the intentlon of destroylng prop-
erly and throwing sll the laborers out of
work, to compel them to joln the Insurgent
army.

A consirvallve estimate of the force at the
disposn! here of Captaln Gencral Campos has
becny made, and 18 esthmated that he has
20,000 regulars and sbout 5,000 vilunteors with
Which to meel the lpsurgent army, But she
Bpanisgh regulars and voluntesrs are seat-
tered over a large expunse of forts and fortl-
fleattons composing the defenses of Havana
and when the brilliant achlevementa of Gomes
and Maces In passing through the many
‘Bpanish eolumns, sald (o pumber from 40,000
to 50.000 men In the provinees of Santa Clara
snil Matangas, are takon into consideration,
thera ia somo justification for the belief of
the friends of the lnsurgents’ cause that It
will not be long bifore Gomer and Maceo are
outside of Huvans. This, however, Is rldl-
Culed by the Bpanish authoritics hese, who
clalm thet the lpsurgent movement has re-
eelvod a check.

COMING TO AN UNDERSTANDING,

President Hax Promivedd, it In Alleged,
to Sign the Toareit DHLL,
CHICAGO, Dee. 26.—A  gpecial to the
Poot from Washington says: A thorough
undersianding Is belleved to liave been ar-
rivid at betwe:n the president and the lead-
ers of both parties In congress, by the terms
of which the executive will approve the tnriff
bill. His consent to this s sald to have
besn obtilped by an agresment on the part
of the republican managers to make the
bill an emergency measure, but lmiting its
cperaticns to a period of about two years
and a half, until August, 1898, The prex-
dent argu:d that such  lHmitation  would
amount to a practical admission of the ul-
timate sufliclency of the Gorman-Wilson act
from a revenue polnt of view. The republie-
ANy were won to ancqulescence by the thought
that they could extend the perlod to sult
thimselves as soon a9 a republlcan successor
to President Cleveland ls Installed In the

At the sime time, all the roads nre re-
sponsible for the acts of these ordr agents
and llable for all breaches of the agree-
ment committed by them, jurt the same as
though they wers employed on a regular
salary inst ad of on commission.

LAW NOW LARGELY INOPLERATIVE,

Interstnte Commerce Commission
Suggesix Some Amendments,
WASHINGTON, Die, 28, —(Speclel.)—The
ninth annual report of the commisslon, trans
mitted to congress, Is largely given up to
the defects in the law and amendments nece:s.
sary Lo carry oubt its purposes ap originally
intended by Its authors. The defecls are ro-
ported to result chiefly from the Interpreta-
tion of the law by the courts, which have
held some of its provisions unconstitutional,
ouprelally thosa relating to the attendancs
of witnesees and their testimony. This que:s-
tion 1s now in the supreme court. Other
provislons have been so consirued as to
causz delay amounting to deafnl of rem:dies
by reascn of the commimidon's order not
belng enfores]l with promptness, In Lhe very
commeneement  the commisslon polnta  out
tho hindrances and obstacles which have
stocd In th> way of the efficienl enforcemenlt

of the law,

The amendments propozed are practleally
the same proposed (o previous congresso,
tut which have falled of enactment. The
leading amendment is that in relation to th-
procedura before the commission, which It
nxks may be s> amended that on ‘application
ts» tha courts to enforce the commivlon's
order the same question shall be trizd, aml
vn the mamo record which was tried hefore
the commigsicn, and under which the cburts
must enforee the commission's order, unles:
error i8 found and Injustice don:. An:ther
amendment 1 psked, which shall authorize
the commission, when It trles a question and
finds what I8 being done Is wrong it shall
have the power to preeeribe what In its
opinien is right; this because it is now
claimed that while th: ecommission may find
rates and charges, or something else done

by the ecarriers, to we wirong, It has no
power to prescribe what is right., It als=o
aska that carrlers which are cerporations

gnd subject to Lthe law shall be indictable
and punishable by fin: for Infractions of the
law; that uniform clisslficatien be providel
for; that the law be 25 chapged ns to sceure
the Interchange of business betweon connect-

ing rallronds and ¢ ntinuour carriuge of
freights from the plees of shipment to
placs of destination. There are others, but

thege are the principal amendments recom-
m:nded.

The report containg & long list of cases
heard and Investigated during the year in
varionp sretions of the country and at the
commission’'s ofces In Washington, also a
review of what has been sald and done in
the courte on the subject of Interstate com-
mercp In the past year. A short history s
glven of traMe association agrevments among
the rallroads, In which refirence s made
to the TFrunk Llne assoclution agreement,
which, It 1& eald, was yet Incomplete, or
not yet ratified at the time of thelr report,
It nppears that two of these associate ar-
rangem:nts have bean considered unlawful,
and the commission has, under the statute,
raquested the district attorneys of the proper
districts to institute necesury legal propeed-
ings to punish the offenders,

What s said ahout pooling & much ths
manie as last year's report; practiceally, it e
gald that if congress shall determine to au-
thorlze and legalize pooling It should provide
necessary safeguards to prevent the abuse
of the privilege. What would be necessiry
pafeguards |s evidently a question uppon
which the membera of the commission are
not entirely agreed.

The statistical work of the commission ie
treated at some length, and legizlation s
asked to securs necessary reports  more
promptly and to provide a uniform method
of keeping rallroad accounts. Some addi-
tlonal legislation is peked for In respect to
the making of schedulis of rates and joint
tariffs—what shall be thelr form and what
they shall contaln. Ticket brokerage |Io
agaln condemned, In respeet to the safety
appliance law, It is suggested that thoe po-
sitlon of handholds might be located, and
ahould Dbe uniform, also that th: standard
height of drawbar, as determined upon, might
ba now fixed by law. y

DINGLEY AND CRISP LEAD THE DEBATE

Procecdings Were Not so Animnted
ne Usunl With Party Mensnres—
Mule Prevented the Oering
of Amendmentis,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—The house today
responded to the appral of the presldent
by passing a tariff bill, the operation of
whith ¥ Nmited to two and a ball years,
and which Is designed to ralse $40,000,000
for the rellef of the treasury. The bond
bill will be paseed tomorrow, The wvotoe
toduy wae on party lines with two excep-
tlong, The republicans all voted for the
bill, exeept Hartman of Montana, who did
not vote, and the democrats and popullsts
ngalnet It, save Newlande, popullst of Ne-
vada, who voted in favor of the measure.
The special order under which the blll was
brought to a vote at 6 o'clock, after threo
and a half hours of debuts, was lronclad In
Ite character, and compelled the membors
to alopt or reject It without opportunity
of offering amendments of any kind,

Although there wag the brilliant setting
that usudlly accompanies a field day In the
house, the debate lacked much of the spirit
and vim  which generally charootorizes =
partisan bill In the lower branch of oon-
gress,  Even the preliminary skirmish over

the adeption of the rale, which ordinarily
the flercest wrangling, passed
off guictly, The debate itself was partiel-
pated in by the leaders on bpth sides, The
ropublicans  contended that the first neces-
sy for the treasury was revenue to supply
the continued deficiency. Bvery speaker de-
nied that the proposed messars was 8 re-

publlean  protection bill, It wns, they
| elaimed, an emergency bl on  protectiva
lines, It was oignificant that several, nota-
bly Mr. Dalzell, Mr. Payne, Mr. Hopking
and Mr. Grosvenor, predictod the passags
af a genulne protective measure as  soon
as the republicans  galncd control of the
house}) The demiocrats took tha positlon

Crisp and Mr, Turner of the democrats
carrled off the honors,
PRESENT LAW REPEALED.

There
wite no noeessity for Inereased revenue, He
protesied agalnst the wse of the whip and
spur for fts pazsage hefore the oplnlon of
exp rts of the Treasury department could be
oblained as Lo Ity effect,

Mr. Dalgell, republican of Pennsylvania, &
member of the cammittee on rules, gald there
with no one who did pot Konow thut we face
U peeullar exigency, The president and the
democracy lad gome Inlo control of the éxecs
alarmed and the presidsnt had skked the
howie, notwithstanding [t was opposed to him
politieally, to eome to hie ald. The iréeasury
was belng rapidly depleted and sloce the
democracy had come Inte control of the exes
cutive branoh of the government thore had
been fraquent bond Issues. The measure at
present under conelderation was not A gen-
ersl larllf medsure, bul an emergeney bill,
Referring to Mr. Crisp's  eritlolsm of the
oracking of the party whip, he sald the Wil-
won B with 600 amendments had  been
passed through the house with but two hours®
debate under & rule roported by Mr, Crisp
himaelf. Ho appealed to the house 1o rise to
the patriotie level necessary o meet the
emergency and come Lo the prosidiut's ald,

Mr. MoMillin, dempoorat of Tennesseo, re-
plylng to Mr. Dalzell, sald that the differ-
cnce was found In the fact that there had
besy elaborate hearings before the ways and
moeans committee bofore the Wilkon bill was
passed. The present bLill had besn come-
pleted on Christmns day, when thers was no
opportunity te cunsult the lreasury officials,
and he declared that there had been no op-
partunity to road the bili.  He complained
of the aracking of the party whip, but said
In concluslon that the same power which
had arserted taelf after the Fifty-first oon-
grem would sgain be hewrd frow after this
exerciss of parly power,
